General Scott is one of the few 
survivors of the old army. 
No outstanding scholar, (he was 
graduated from West Point twelfth 
from 
the bottom* 
he came 
up 
through the ranks to the position 
of chief of staff under Wilson’s ad­ 
ministration. and for a while was 
acting secretary of war attending 
cabinet meetings at Ute request of 
the President. 
The late General Wood always 
said that Scott had only to be told 
to do a thing, and, however diffi­ 
cult it was, the order was executed 
He never seems to have failed. 
Perhaps the greatest tribute to 
the man lies in the fact that the 
Indians, with whom he has spent 
so much of his life, revere and trust 
him. 
Often has he interceded for them 
when they had substantial griev­ 
ance. 
He has made an intensive 
study of every phase of the In­ 
dian and his customs.
